President Dolan, of the local district 


ot limited Mine Worker*, whose res 
ignation wan demanded last week at 
the convention of delegate* of tb« lo- 
cal union in the district, because h« 
voted with the operators at Indianap- 
olis to maintain the present wage 
scale, issued a statement, saying: 


"The Ryan resolution puts the min- 


ers of this country in a ridiculous po- 
sition. One little district in Michigan, 
British Columbia or some other ob- 
scure place, can bring strife and woe 
and hunger on 600,000 miners just be- 
cause these little districts have some 
local difference it cannot adjust. John 
Mitchell is going down to New York 
to ask the anthracite operators for a 
contract, which he has not the power 
to enter into, as the national conven- 
tion hai tied him hand and foot. 


"When operators offered to reaffirm 


the present scale, I voted for it openly 
and honestly and so convinced was I 
of the justice of my opinion that I re- 
fused to retract in the face of jeers 
and revtlings and threats of oodlly 
harm. I was alone in my vote, but 
not alone in my opinion 
At the con- 


vention of the American Federation of 
Labor in Pittaburg in November I con- 
sulted President. Mitchell and W D. 
Ryan and they both told me they would 
be satisfied with a renewal of the pres- 
ent agreement, but that we ought to 
demand an advance as a matter of pol- 
icy Later, I consulted President Has- 
kins of the Ohio miners, he told me 
the same thing. 


"Let u» be honest about these 


things. Our wages have been increas- 
ed more than 100 per cent and our 
hours of labor have been decreased 
from 10 to 8 hours since 1897. la it 
right under this Ryan resolution to 
jeopardize all these things7 And let 
me tell you, the miners of this coun- 
try have never won a prominent soft 
coal strike under the direction of Pres- 
ident Mitchell 
Mark Hanna settled 


the first anthracite, strike for us and 


President Roosevelt settled the aec- 
ond. Nobody has settled our big «oft 
coal strikes, because we have lout 
them 
President Mitchell's soft coal 


strike was in the southwest It lasted 
18 months and ended in utter failure. 
The second big soft coal strike was in 
Maryland, where our people of the en- 
tire state were utterly defeated. His 
other disastrous soft coal strike was 
in Kentucky, where our people wer» 
beaten 
In Colorado where the organ- 


ization spent over J500.000, our union 
was wiped off the face sf the earth. 
In West Virginia, central district, w* 
urere defeated; in the Cabin Creek la 
West Virginia, where the organization 
spent $300,000, we lost; in the Myers- 
dale region, wa spent $400,000 and 
were defeated 


"At the present time we have A 


strike of 8,000 miners in Alabama 
•which has been on for 
19 month*. 


They are striking against a 10 per 
cent reduction. Under the Ryan reso- 
lution, which says all districts must 
get 12% per cent advance over the 
present scale, the Alabama operators 
will have to wlthdrar their demand 
for a 10 per cent reduction, and civ* 
the 18% per cent advance, or a total 
difference of 23% per ceat, before any 
other district in the country can set- 
tle. How is this to he brought about?"

Richardson, a negro charged with the 
assault and murder ot Mrs, Saran 
Smith, here July 15 last, was forcibly 
laKfen^rrom toe Kan nere aau nangea 
to a bridge of the Louisville £ Nash- 
ville railroad across Coosa river. 
Twenty-four masked men-went to the 
Jail, overpowered the sheriff and jailer 
and made short work of the prisoner. 
Four negroes were charged with the 
crime against Mrs. Smith, one ot the 
.most brutal ever committed in the 
state, two of whom have been legally 
executed. The third, Wilt Johnson, 
was recently convicted and sentenced 
to death, but last week Governor Jelks, 
beUering there was strong doubt of 
the prisoner's guilt, reprieved the ne- 
gro's sentence to life impriaonrnant. 
Richardson, the man lynched, had not 
been indicted, but was In jail awaiting 
ttoe action of the grand Jury.
